HOMESTEAD RECORDS 
BROKEN IN 1928 


Breaking all ‘previous records 
since the office was opened, 3,369 
homestedds and 134 soldier grants 
were filed on in the Dominion Lands 
Office at Edmonton in 1928, according 
to figures issued by A. Norquay, Dom- 
inion Lands Agent. The correspond- 
ing figures for 1927 are 1,354 home- 
steads and $9 soldier grants. Dur- 
ing the month of December 1928, 400 
quarter sections Wére filed on as com- 
pared with 107 fot-the same month 
in 1927.- Similar fhcreases have been 
shown in the filings at ali other land 
offices in the province, particularly 
marked gains havitg occured in the 
entries made at the Grande Prairie 
and Peace River Offices.
